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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues, inter alia, that in Fajkowski the 
customer does not receive the featured coupon card until the customer enters the retail store. However, the Examiner respectfully and 
completely disagrees with the Applicants conclusion. Indeed, Fajkowski discloses a system wherein the customer can scan paper 
coupons into his coupon card, download coupons to his coupon card through an interface, such as a kiosk or a network or a paging 
system, or via another coupon card well before the customer enters a participating store to redeem at least a portion of the stored 
coupons (figs. 7a and 8).
